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WINNIPEG AND ITS PUBLIC PARKS 


1892 TO 1905 


pARKS IN WINNIPEG were talked of for quite a 

time before any definite action was taken, but the 
exact date of the initial steps leading to the acquisition 
of land for such purpose cannot be precisely determined 
At various periods previous to the passing of the Public 
Parks Act for Manitoba comment and communications 
appeared in the public press urging the advantage and 
desirability of Parks. The first tangible step taken, 
however, was the passing of the Act referred to, on 
April 20th, 1892. Before its passage the draft was 
considered by a special meeting of the Winnipeg City 
Council, held on March 28th, of the same year, and met 
with approval. The measure provided for “ the estab¬ 
lishment and maintenance of public parks in cities and 
towns,” and was based on similar acts which existed 
then, as now, in other Canadian provinces and in the 
United States. 

The Public Parks Act of Manitoba prescribes the 
conditions upon which cities or towns in the Province 
can establish Parks. For this purpose it authorizes, 
subject to approval by a majority vote of the rate¬ 
payers, an annual tax levy not to exceed one-half mill 
in the dollar upon the assessed value of all rateable real 
and personal property, and vests in an appointed board 
the management of, and control of, the Parks. 

In response to a very general desire, in 1892, some 
members of the Winnipeg City Council, notably Mr, 
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Geo. F. Carruthers, then representing Ward 6, formally 
made representations to the Local Government at that 
time which led to the passage of the Act giving 
municipal bodies in Manitoba the necessary powers to 
establish Parks. It was a spontaneous movement, and 
readily received the support of all public-spirited citizens. 
At the time the City was taking upon itself permanent 
characteristics. Owners were improving their proper¬ 
ties and simultaneously manifested a desire to add to 
the City some of the graces that civic pride had given 
to the older cities in the old lands from which so many 
citizens had come. Pioneer conditions within the City 
began to disappear before the forces—commercial, 
social and civic—that were rapidly laying the founda¬ 
tions upon which the City’s permanence rested. In the 
transformation then taking place the lovers of civic 
beauty, as added in the form of a system of Parks, in 
approaching the Local Government with such a purpose 
in mind, met with success. Both the people and their 
elected representatives in municipal council or legisla¬ 
ture unhesitatingly gave their countenance to an object 
so desirable. 

In the course of a City’s growth the first steps to 
obtain Parks cannot start too soon. Every year’s delay 
in the case of Winnipeg would have added to the diffi¬ 
culty of procuring suitable sites, both as to size and 
location. To those, therefore, who in 1891, and previous 
to that date, took the initiative and the onus upon 
themselves of putting in shape and form the wishes of 
the citizens of Winnipeg regarding Public Parks a debt 
of gratitude is owing. 

No sooner had the statutory powers been given to 
municipalities to acquire and maintain Parks than 
interested citizens took steps to comply therewith. A 
section in the enabling act stipulates that, in the case 
of cities, the council thereof shall submit a by-law to 
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the people upon being petitioned so to do by 300 rate¬ 
payers. In less than a month following the passage of 
the Parks Act, the necessary number of signatures had 
been obtained, and were presented to the City Council 
on May 16th, 1892. The petition itself was remarkable 
in that it was one of the largest ever presented to the 
Council. At the succeeding meeting, held two weeks 
later, Mr. J. W. Harris, City Assessment Commissioner, 
to whom the petition had been referred for verification 
of the signatures, reported that more than the required 
number had signed the petition. Following this favor¬ 
able report, the Council passed, upon a motion by Mr. 
G. F. Carruthers, seconded by Mr. J. W. Cockburn, this 
resolution: 

“That, as the Assessment Commissioner has report¬ 
ed that more than the necessary number (300) of signa¬ 
tures have been affixed to the petition re Public Parks, 
therefore that the prayer of the petition be granted, 
and that a by-law in accordance with the Act be sub¬ 
mitted at the next municipal elections.” 

The petition was endorsed by all the prominent 
citizens of that day, and those who interested themselves 
in securing the necessary endorsations testify to the 
popularity of the movement to secure a series of Public 
Parks. 

At the elections of that year, in December, the by¬ 
law passed by a very large majority, the actual figures 
being 

For the by-law.1,129 

Against. 186 

Majority. 944 

Following this decisive expression of public opinion, 
the City Council, at its first meeting in 1893, on January 
9th, gave the final reading to the by-law adopting in 
Winnipeg the Public Parks Act, and two weeks later 
they appointed the first Public Parks Board. 

The first meeting of the newly appointed Board

took place very soon after its appointment—February 
1st, 1893. Mr. E. L. Drewry was selected as chairman, 
and, in his first annual report, gives a very carefully 
prepared resume of the first year’s work of the Board. 
Soon after its organization, Mr. Drewry says, the Parks 
Board decided on the establishment 

“of small urban Parks, ornamental squares, or breath¬ 
ing places, throughout the City, and also a large sub¬ 
urban, or outside Park, as a means of enjoyment and 
recreation. Owing to the rapidly increasing values of 
inside, or central, property, the Board determined to 
first turn their attention in that direction, and, having 
decided upon the most suitable localities for establish¬ 
ing this class of Park, a money by-law for $74,000, for 
the purpose of purchasing the necessary properties, 
was submitted to the ratepayers on the 21st July, 1893, 
the by-law being carried, and the action of this Board 
fully endorsed.’’ 

“ Provision has been made for eight inside, or 
urban, Parks, the requirements of all sections of the 
City, both present and future, being fully considered. 

No Park is nearer another than half a mile, and none 
more distant than a mile. It has entailed no small 
amount of labor to effect so satisfactory a distribution” 

“ The Board has, from the outset, endeavored to 
eschew the existence of ward boundaries in the arrange¬ 
ment of Parks, feeling that the crossing of an imaginary 
boundary line should have no influence whatever, nor 
affect, in the slightest degree, the citizens of one ward 
enjoying the advantages of a Park situated in another, 
the Parks being common to all.” 

The work of the first Board was largely confined to 
the acquisition of the Parks referred to by Mr. Drewry. 

Practical work on the improvement of the sites 
purchased did not commence until 1894. With a view 
to doing this, steps were taken early in the year to 
secure a competent Head Gardener, which resulted in 
the appointment of Mr. D. D. England, on April 7th, of 
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that year. In speaking of these first steps in the found¬ 
ing of the Parks of Winnipeg, Mr- E. L. Drewry, Chair¬ 
man of the Board for that year, says, in his annual 
report: 

“ Without going into fine detail, this Boai’d desires 
to touch, in a general way, upon the work referred to, 
feeling that it is a matter of wide interest, being, as it 
were, the foundation of a series of Parks, which should 
prove not only educators of a higher taste and admira¬ 
tion for nature, but prove of much practical utility to 
all citizens.” 

“Even with the immature development so far at¬ 
tained, large numbers of citizens frequent, and appear 
to fully appreciate the advantage of these pleasant 
resorts. . . . Well kept Parks are without question 
refining and civilizing factors, and to restrict or curtail 
their reasonable development, or proper maintenance, 
is decidedly short-sighted policy. In this connection it 
might be well to quote from the Head Gardener’s report 
to this Board. He says : 

“The improvement to the Parks has been the 
means ol great improvement ot property in the vicin¬ 
ity of each Park. Not only has it been the means of 
employing labor itBelf, hut has caused many others to 
employ labor and spend money, proving that the bene¬ 
fit has been far-reaching, and of great advantage to 
the City generally.” 

After the first season the improvement in the Parks 
was very noticeable each year following, and there has 
been but slight changes from the plans originallv laid 
down. 
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DESCRIPTION OF EACH PARK 


HHHE following brief description of each of the City 
Parks is from notes supplied by Mr. England, the 
Superintendent to the PublicParks Board. It is intended 
to give some idea of the character of the site when it 
originally came into the hands of the Board, and the 
subsequent steps taken to bring it into its present con¬ 
dition. 


FORT ROUGE PARK 

The first steps taken towards the improvement of 
this Park was the drainage of the site. This was of a 
surface character, and was commenced in May of 1894. 
On the banks of the Assiniboine river there was a 
native growth of trees which were thinned out and 
many transplanted to other parts especially along 
the street line. A large portion of the site was used 
originally for greenhouse and propagation purposes. 
The soil and its naturally sheltered location specially 
adapted the site for this purpose. Within three years, 
however, the Park became very popular, and for this 
reason the Parks Board deemed it necessary to move 
the greenhouse. Another reason for moving it was its 
uncentral location. With the removal of the green¬ 
house to the present convenient location on Notre 
Dame Avenue, the whole of the naturally beautiful 
bank on the Assiniboine river, on the north boundary 
of the Park, was available for improvement. It is now 
terraced and forms one of the most attractive nooks 
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in the whole Park system. The walks were built 
gradually and are now in excellent condition. 

CENTRAL PARK 

Originally the land was very low and in some parts 
swampy for the larger part of the summer. Part of 
the area surface was of “gumbo,” a quality of earth 
that resists cultivation more than any other class. The 
absence of drainage made its improvement a still more 
difficult problem. At that time, that is in 1894, it was 
not connected with the sewer system of the City. On 
May 15th of that year the first trees were planted. 
Before this could be done, however, with any hope of 
success, it was necessary to raise the lower places in 
some parts at least a foot and a half. This was done 
by leyelling, or taking from the higher places, a large 
quantity of earth. In addition some thousands of loads 
of manure were hauled and dumped upon the site. 
Although this Park site presented the greatest difficul¬ 
ties at the outset, it is now one that is very much 
appreciated by the public, and the enrichment of its 
soil at the outset has made the vegetation particularly 
luxuriant. A band stand was added during the year 


VICTORIA PARK 

When the site for this Park was purchased it was 
well treed, and the grass only wanted a little care to 
make a very presentable lawn. Its improvement was 
commenced in July of 1894, It has been continuously 
in use by the public since its acquisition, and, being in 
the centre of a dense population, is very much used. It 
is bounded on the east by the Red river, but is cut off 
from the bank by the transfer track. The bank, how¬ 
ever, is being gradually extended riverwards by contin¬ 
uous deposits of earth. An area of about an acre will 
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therefore, be available very soon between the river and 
the transfer track. This can be connected, it has been 
suggested by members of the Board, with the main 
area of the Park by an ornamental bridge. A landing 
for boats on the bank of the river is another proposed 
improvement to this popular Park. 

ST. JOHN’S PARK 

Improvements were commenced in this Park in 
April of 1894. It was destitute of trees ; the land was 
wild, but fertile. The first year trees were planted, and 
the front fence, facing Main street, was erected. For 
seven years water for use in the Park was obtained by 
pumping from the Red river by a windmill. The latter 
failed when the need of water was greatest, and, in 
consequence, it was seperceded by a connection with 
the City system. The luxuriant growth of trees, how¬ 
ever, is very largely due to the copious use of river 
water at the earlier stages of their growth. 

This Park, being the largest within the limits of the 
City proper, has been gradually improved, and, although 
it has been very popular, and very much frequented, it 
can hardly be said to be yet in a complete state of devel¬ 
opment. In some parts the trees are too rank and a 
process of thinning out will have to take place. The 
same can be said of some of the other Parks. 

About three years ago half an acre was added to its 
area by purchase. 

DUFFEBIN PARK 

Expropriation proceedings were necessary to secure 
a certain portion of the site of this Park, and this 
delayed improvements for about four years. The sur¬ 
face of the Park is twelve inches below the street level, 
and on this account a system of tile drainage had to be 
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laid down. The same thing had to be done with Selkirk 
Park. In appearance, and treatment, Dufferin Park is 
the same as Selkirk, with the exception that it has a 
band stand in the centre. 

SELKIRK PARK 

In 1895 the site was temporarily fenced, and the 
following year the outer line of trees were planted. It 
was not until 1900 that more general improvements 
were commenced. The healthy growth of the trees, 
and the cultivation of flower beds, is annually adding 
very much to this Park’s appearance. 

NOTRE DAME PARK 

The greenhouses and trial grounds are located in 
Notre Dame Park. Experience has shown that it is the 
most desirable location for these, hut the nature of the 
location presented many difficulties. It was a low-lying 
spot, and at the time of its acquisition was not con¬ 
nected with the sewers of the City. It is now fenced, 
and the soil has been fertilized at the expense of con¬ 
siderable labor, and, since connected with the sewer, 
the whole has been placed under cultivation. 

The stables, tool houses, storage sheds, and other 
buildings, are located here. 

ST. JAMES PARK 

When acquired this Park was outside the area of 
dwellings. In recent years, however, these have been 
considerably extended, and it is now surrounded by a 
large population. With the exception of the planting 
of a few trees no improvements were made until the 
year 1905, when roadways were graded and drains laid. 

FORT GARRY GATEWAY PARK 

This is a small Park in which the historic ruins of 
Upper Fort Garry are located. It was donated to the 
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City by the Hudson’s Bay Co. The Park has been 
fenced and improved, and is one of the sites particu¬ 
larly interesting to strangers. 

ASSXNIBOINE PARK 

When the first Parks were purchased it was pointed 
out by Mr. E. L. Drewry that a large Park was desirable, 
but not until 1904 was definite action taken. In 1903 Mr. 
H. Sandison, then Chairman, took hold of the matter 
in earnest, and the next year had the satisfaction of 
seeing such a Park actually purchased. Beyond the 
engagement of Mr. Todd, the landscape architect, to 
prepare plans, nothing definite was done during 1904 
towards the improvement of the Park, and the same 
may be said for 1905. One thing and another prevented 
any great undertaking. It has, however, been fenced 
all round, a corral for the buffalo has been constructed, 
and some minor work done preparatory to the general 
improvement. A plan has been decided upon, and an 
understanding arrived at regarding the highway which 
runs through the property from east to west. This will 
be diverted to the south side of the Park, and made 
132 ft. wide, with provision for street railway and the 
ordinary traffic. Some native Buffalo, Moose, Elk, 
Deer, Bear, and other animals, have been secured, and 
for these proper places are prepared so that they can 
be viewed by visitors. It is hoped that during 1906 the 
desire of the early ratepayers will be realized, and the 
citizens have a large outside Park for recreation. 

CRESCENTWOOD PARK 

Crescentwood Park was deeded to the City by Mr. 
C. H. Enderton as part of the sub-division of a large 
residential area. During 1905 it was fenced, and is now 
ready for improvement. 

OTHER GROUNDS 

n addition to the foregoing, the Parks Board has 
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charge of the grounds surrounding the public buildings 
of the City. The most important of these is the enclo¬ 
sure in front of the City Hall. In 1901 it was handed 
over to the care of the Board, and its appearance has 
been vastly improved. 

The Board looks after the grounds around the 
Carnegie Library. Though taken hold of somewhat 
late in the spring of 1905, they presented a very finished 
appearance during the summer. 

Brookside Cemetery (alluded to more fully on other 
pages) comes under the care of the Parks Board. 




THE BOULEVARDS OF WINNIPEG 





BOULEVARDS 


rjPHE construction of the Boulevards of the City of 

Winnipeg was handed over to the Public Parks 
Board in 1900, by resolution of the Council. Since that 
time all the Boulevards constructed have been done by 
the Board for the City, and a charge is made for super¬ 
intending the work. After construction, the duty of 
maintaining the Boulevards falls wholly upon the 
Board. The cost is charged to the City Council, and 
by them assessed against the owners of the property 
upon which the Boulevards abut. In the tables which 
follow the cost and the extent of this class of work is 
fully set out. As a whole, the Boulevards, and the care¬ 
ful maintenance of them, have added very materially 
to the appearance of the City, and they are unquestion¬ 
ably one of the features that impress visitors most 
favorably. 

The work of maintenance is done by dividing the 
City into districts, and placing a staff of men in charge. 
The extent, and expenditure in connection with each, 
is as follows

BROOKSIDE CEMETERY 


J^ROOKSIDE CEMETERY was started in 1877. In 
the month of January, in that year, a committee 
of the City Council, composed of Mayor Scott, 
Aid. McMicken, Alloway and Brown, were appointed to 
secure a suitable property and report. The present 
site was recommended by them as the most favorable. 
It was, therefore, purchased from Mr. Thomas Howard 
by resolution of the City Council dated June 12th, 1877. 
The price was $4,000. The site is situated about 31 miles 
west of the City, and is 160 acres in extent, only forty 
of which are now in actual use for burial purposes. 
The total amount spent upon improvements, up to 
April 30th, 1905, was $76,575.94. The improvements have 
been of a very substantial character, especially those 
made since the management was assumed by the Public 
Parks Board. Some of them are as follows:

The present assessed value of the land and buildings 
is $25,000, $4,000 of which is on the buildings. 

The management of Brookside Cemetery, by the 
Public Parks Board, dates from 1896. On September 
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24th, 1896, a sub-committee of the Cemetery and Parks 
Committee of the City Council waited upon the Public 
Parks Board and suggested that the latter assume the 
management of the Cemetery. As a result the follow¬ 
ing motion was passed: 

“That having heard the suggestions of the sub¬ 
committee of the Cemetery and Parks Committee of 
the City Council, be it 

“ Resolved , That, provided the City allow $1,400 per 
annum, and the revenue derived from the sale of plots 
in the Cemetery, and will also improve the road to the 
Cemetery, this Board will take over the control of the 
work, and will improve the same in accordance with 
the suggestions made by the sub-committee.” 

An arrangement was subsequently reached on the 
basis embodied in the foregoing resolution, and was 
ratified by the City Council on Sept. 28th, 1896, and by 
the Public Parks Board on October 2nd following. 

Since the Parks Board assumed control the appear¬ 
ance of the place has changed very materially. What 
was a piece of open prairie is now a “ beauty spot ”—an 
object lesson as to what can be done with a treeless 
section through a little exertion. Brookside Cemetery 
is now quite attractive.

TREE PLANTING 


PJ'REE PLANTING on the Boulevards of the City has 
been on the whole successful. The example has 
been followed by private citizens to an encouraging 
extent, giving the City a decidedly improved appear¬ 
ance, and this annually gains as the trees planted 
develop. Quite a number of trees were in the earlier 
days planted on what are now largely business streets, 
and it has been found difficult to keep them in shape. 
The Board feels that at no very distant day Boulevards 
and care of Trees on such streets must be abandoned. 

The Public Parks Board has afforded every facility 
to private owners of Trees to protect them against 
insects that destroy the foliage. Spraying apparatus 
is provided, and spraying done by men under the direc¬ 
tion of the Board at cost to private citizens. Many 
avail themselves of this privilege, and the beautiful 
foliage of the Trees is preserved.

THE PUBLIC PARKS ACT. 


An Act to Provide for the Establishment and Main¬ 
tenance of Public Parks in Cities and Towns. 

HIS MAJESTY, by and with the advice and con¬ 
sent of the Legislative Assembly of Manitoba, enacts 
as follows:— 

SHORT TITLE. 

1. This Act may be cited as “The Public Parks Act.” Short title.

damage or injury to the works, pipes or water, or en¬ 
courages the same to be done: lays, or causes to be laid, 
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any pipe or main to communicate with any pipe or main 
belonging to the waterworks connected with any park 
or parks, or in any way obtains or uses any water there¬ 
of, without the consent of the board ; 

( cl). Washes or cleanses any cloth, wool, leather, skin 
or animal, or causes any dog or other animal to swim 
therein, or places any nuisance or offensive thing within 
the distance of one mile in case of a town, or within the 
distance of three miles in the case of a city, from the 
source of supply of such waterworks, in any river, pond, 
creek, spring, source or fountain, from which the water 
for the supply of any such park or parks is taken, or 
conveys, casts, throws or puts any filth, dead carcase, or 
other noisome or offensive thing therein or within the 
distance as above set forth, or causes, permits, or suffers 
the water of any sink, sewer or drain to run or be con¬ 
veyed into the same, or cause any other thing to be 
done whereby the water therein may be in any way 
tainted or fouled ; 

(e). Wilfully or maliciously injures, hurts, defaces, 
tears or destroys any ornamental or shade tree or shrub, 
or other plant, or any statue, fountain, vase, or fixture 
for ornament or utility, in any street, avenue, drive, 
park or other public place, under the control of any such 
board, or wilfully, negligently or carelessly suffers or 
permits any horse or other animal driven by him, or 
any animal belonging to him or in his custody, posses¬ 
sion or control,and lawfully on the street or other public 
place, to break down, destroy or injure any tree stand¬ 
ing for use or ornament in any such public park or 

(fj. Wilfully or maliciously injures, hurts, or other¬ 
wise molests or disturbs any animals, birds or fish, kept 
in any such park or in the lakes or ponds therewith con¬ 
nected; 

And if any such person is convicted of any such act 
before a justice of the peace, having jurisdiction in the 
locality within which the offence is committed, he shall 
for every offence forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, together with the costs and charges attend¬ 
ing the proceedings and conviction; or such offender 
may be imprisoned with or without hard labor, in the 
first ins tance for any term not exceeding thirty days * 
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and the person or persons so offending shall be liable to 
an action at the suit of the board, to make good any 
damage done by him, her or them.
